Snap beans may be planted every 
two or three weeks from now until 
early August. Bush varieties reach 
edible size in 56 to 60 days after 
planting, with a few varieties b eat­ 
ing tills time by a week or even 
slightly more. 
Beets w arrant planting every two 
weeks from early M arch until late 
summer. To have tender roots avail­ 
able all summer and plenty of the 
more nour Isl ling tops for greens are 
goals every gardener should plan 
in growing beets. Round types re­ 
quire 60 to 70 days from planting 
date to reach table, m arket or can ­ 
ning size. 
Busti Lima beans require 70 to 80 
days to reach harvest size, with pole 
Limas requiring 15 to 20 days long­ 
er.

remains. 
The establishment of the 
ITT pen cemetery in the late lR50\s was 
of course the commencement of their 
doom—but their final end was lone 
delayed. 
The only remaining one is the 
Methodist—some of the bodies- in 
rear of the (now) O.A R. Post room 
—and that was partly built over 
when the rear building there was 
erected Some of the bodies original­ 
ly interred there, now lie in the 
Evergreen cemetery. 
The United Presbyterian dating 
from 1805, was abandoned in the 
early 1890 a when the church was 
torn down to make way for the 
present United Brethren church. I 
think the bodies were removed to 
the Evergreen cemetery', hut have 
never been able to find any record 
of them. 
The CathoUe 
It originally was located between 
the present Colored graveyard and 
Washington street, the site of the 
.first Catholic church, in 1826.1 think 
this removal was conducted with 
greater care than most of the others, 
though several Union soldiers of 
record (at the National cemetery) 
as having been there Interred, can 
no longer be found. 
The Colored (Original) 
Tills was on York street, a little 
east of the first cross street beyond 
the bend. This was still In existence 
In the early 1890’s. I do not know 
Just when It was abandoned. I pre­ 
sume the bodies were removed to 
the present Colored cemetery—which 
had then been In use for some time 
The "Reformed Hill” 
Graveyards 
That or. the southern slope was 
the Lutheran (St. James Congrega­ 
tion) which originally had a church. 
Jointly with the Reformed congre­ 
gation. This extended from Stratton 
street to the jail. The western half 
was first vacated and sold to the 
oounty for the use of the Jail: A 
few bodies remained in the other 
portion for many years—well Into 
this century. 
The northern slope, surrounding 
the church, was the Reformed, and 
was the only one, so far as I have 
ascertained, which was vacated by 
a Court order, and every possible 
precaution used in the transfer of 
the bodies to the Evergreen ceme­ 
tery, where they lie In a segregated 
block on the south side of tike old 
portion of the cemetery 
The Presbyterian 
It was located on North Wash- * 
ington street, between the present j 
shirt factory and the railroad from 
the time, 1813. when the congrega- i 
tion moved to town and built their i 
first church there, until, I presume 
the opening of Evergreen cemetery, j 
There were no traces of it in my 
time.
